On the President's I'eto of the Bunk Bill, 


J U L Y 12. 1832. 


[Concluded from our last.] 


The President assigns in his mes- 


sage a conspicuous place to the alleged 
injurious operation of the Bank on the 
interests of the Western People. They 
ought to be much indebted lo him for 
his kindness manifested towards them ; 
although. J think, they h a \ e much rea- 
son to deprecate it. 
The People of all 


the West owe to this Bank about thirty 
millions, which have been borrowed 
from it; and the President thinks that 
the* payments for the interest, and oth- 
er facilities which they derive from ihe 
operation of this Bank, are so onerous 
as to produce "a drain of their curren- 
cy, which no count11}' can bear without 
inconvenience and occasional distress." 
His remedy is lo compel them to pay 
the whole of the debt, which they have 
contracted in a period short of four 
years. 
Now, Mr. President, if they 


cannot pav the interest w i t h o u t distress, 
how are they lo pay the principal ? If 
they cannot pay a part, how are they to 
pay the w h o l e ? 
Whether the pay- 


ment ol" the interest be or be not a bur- 
den to them, is a question for them- 
selves lo decide, respecting which they 
might be disposed to dispense with the 
kindness of Ihe President. 
If instead 


of borrowing thirty millions from the 
Bank, they had borrowed a like sum 
from a Girard, John Jacob Astor, or a- 
ny other banker, what would they think 
of one who should come to them and 
say—"Gentlemen of the West, it will 
ruin you to pay the interest on that 
debt, and therefore I will oblige you to 
pay the whole of the principal in less 
than four years." 
Would you not re- 


ply—"We know what we are about; 
mind your own business; we are satis- 
fied that in ours, we can make not only 
the interest on what we loan, but a fail- 
profit besides ?" 


A great mistake exists about the 


Western operation of the Bank. 
It is 


not the-Bank, but the business, the 
commerce of the West, and the opera- 
tions of Government, that occasions 
the transfer, annually, of money from 
the West to the Atlantic States.— 
What is the actual course of things? 
The 
business and commerce of the 


West are carried on with New Orleans, 
with the Southern and Southwestern 
States, and with the Atlantic cities.— 
We transport our dead or inanimate 
produce to New Orleans and receive in 
return checks or drafts of the Bank of 
the United States at a premium of a 
half per cent. 
We send, by our dro- 


vers, our live stock to the South and 
Southwest, and receive similar checks 
in return. 
With these drafts or checks 


our merchants proceed to the Atlantic 
cities and purchase domestic or foreign 
goods for Western consumption. The 
lead and fur trade of Missouri and Il- 
linois is also carried on principally 
through the agency of the Bank of the 
United Slates. 
The Government also 


transfers to places where it is wanted, 
through that Bank, the sums accumula- 
ted at the different land offices for pur- 
chases of the pubiic lands. 


Now all these varied operations must , 


go on—all these remittances must be 
made, Bank of the United States or no 
Bank. 
The Bank does not create but 


it facilitates them. 
The Bank is a 


•mere vehicle; just as much so as the 
steamboat is ihe vehicle which trans- 
ports our produce to the great mart of 
New Orleans, and not the grower of 
that produce. 
It is to confound cause 


and effect, to attribute to the I'.i!ik the 
transfer of money from the. West to the 
East. 
Annihilate the Bank to morrow, 


and simitar transfers of capital, she 
same description of pecuniary opera- 
tions', must be continued ; not so well, 
it is true, but performed they must be, 
ill or well, under any state of circum- 


The true questions are, how are they 


now performed, how wcrelhcy cosiduc- 
u-d prior Jo the existence of ihc Bank. 
how would they be. after it ceased ? I 
r.jn If] 3 you whjt wus our condition be- 
fore ihc Bunk was established ; and, as 
] reason from past lo future experience, 
under analogous circumstances, I can 
•venture to predict what it will proba- 
bly be without the Bank. 


Befbie the establishment of the Bank 


of the United Sljtcs, the ex-fhangc bu- 
siness of ihc West was carried on by a 
•premium, v»hicb was generally pjid on 
all remittances to the East of 2} per 
cent. The agg^egrUe amount of jlH re- 
mittances, throughout the whole ciicle 
of ihc ycjr wjs> >ery grej",, and instead 
of ihc .sum then p,"Jd v.e now pay h.ilf 
per cent, or nothing, if notes of the 
Bank of the United Stales be used — 
Prior to ihc Bank, -we were without Ihc 
capital of the ihirly millions which that 
institution now supplies, s'brnjla'.iiig 
our industry and invigorating o;ir en- 
terprise. 
In Kentucky we 3u\e no ^pe- 


cie paying Bank, scaicely any curren- 
cy other than that of paper of the Hank 
of the United Slates and its Branches. 


How is the West to pay this er.or- 


inoas debt of thirty millions of dollars ? 


his impossible. 
It cannot be done.— 


General distress, certain, wide-spread, 
inevitable ruin, must be the consequen- 
ces of an attempt to enforce the pay- 
ment. 
Depression in the value of all 


properly, sheriff's sales and sacrifices— 
bankruptcy, must necessarily ensue; 
and, with them, relief laws, paper mon- 
ey^ prostration of the courts of justice, 
evils from which we have just emerg- 
ed, must again, with all their train of 
aiHiclions, revisit our country. 
But it 


ib argued by the gentleman from Ten- 
nessee (Mr Win ni) that similar predic- 
tions were made, without being reali- 
zed, from the downfal of the old Bank 
of the United Stales, 
It is, however, to 


recollected, that the old bank did not 
possess 
one-third of the capital of 


the present; that it had but one office 
west of the mountains, whilst the pres- 
ent has nine ; and that it had little or 
no debt due to it in thul quarter, whilst 
the present Bank has thirty millions.— 
The war. loo, which shortly followed 
the downfal of the old Bank, and the 
suspension of specie payments which 
soon followed the war, prevented the 
injury apprehended from the discontin- 
uance of the old Bank. 


The same gentleman further argues 


that the day nf payment must come; 
and he asks when, better than now ?— 
Is it to be indefinitely postponed ; is the 
charter of the present Bank to be per- 
petual ? Why, Mr. President, all things 
—governments, republics, 
empires, 


laws, h u m a n life—-doubtless are to have 
an end ; but shall we therefore accele- 
rate their termination ? The West is 
now young, wants capital, and its vast 
resou rces needing nounshmenr, are dai- 
ly de\ eloping. 
By and by, it w i l l accu- 


mulate wealth, from its i n d u s t r y and 
enterprise, and possess its surplus cap- 
ital. 
The charter is not made perpet- 


ual, because it is wrong to bind poster- 
ity perpetually. 
At the end of the term 


limited for its renewal, posterity will 
have the power of determining for it- 
self whether the Bank shall then be 
wound up, or prolonged another term. 
And that question may be decided, as 
it now ought to be, by a consideration 
of the interests of all parts of the U- 
nion, the West among the rest 
Suffi- 


cient for the day is the evil thereof. 


The President tells us that, if the Ex- 


ecutive had been called upon to furnish 
the project of a Bank, the d u t y would 
have been cheerfully performed ; and 
he. states, that a Bank, competent to all 
the duties which may be required by 
the Government, might be so organi- 
zed as not to infringe on our own del- 
egated powers, or the reserved rights 
of the States. The President is a co- 
ordinate branch of the legislative de- 
partment. 
As such, bills which have 


passed both Houses of Congress, are 
presented to him for his approval or re- 
jection. 
The idea of going to the Pre- 


sident for the project of a law, is total- 
ly new in the practice, and utterly con- 
trary to the theory of the Government. 
What should we think of the Senate 
calling upon the House, or the House 
upon the Senate for \\\e. project of a law ? 


In France, the King possessed the 


initiative of all laws, and none could 
pass without its having been previous- 
ly presented to one of the Chambers by 
the Crown, through the Ministers.— 
Does the President wish to introduce 
the initiative here? 
Are the power* 


of recommendation, and that ol veto, 
not sufficient? 
Must all legislation.in 


its commencement and in its termina- 
tion, concentrate in ;hc President?— 
When we shall have reached lhat state 
of things, the election and annual ses- 
sions of Congress will he an useless 
charge upon the People, and the whole 
business of government ma}' be econo- 
mically conducted by ukases and de- 
crees, 


Congress docs sometimes receive the 


suggestions and opinions of the Jit-ads 
of Departments, as to uew la«s. 
A-'id, 


at ihc commencement of this session. 
in his annual Report, the Secretary ol 
the Treasury staled his reasons at 
large- not merely in f»»v«r of a Bar.k. 
3j«t in support of the renewal oi ihe 
charter of the existing IJjuk. 
Who 


could have believed th.a thji responsi- 
ble officer "was communicating to Con-

When before lias h happened, tlut Ihe 
Hcjd of a Department recommended

Whjt sort of a bank it is, with a pro- 
ject of which the Picsidei.l would have 
deigned to funnsh Congress, if they 
hjd applied to him, he h-s not stated. 
!n the absence ofauch .statement, v-e 
can only conjecfjic that it is Jjis fu 
aaousTiej^uty JJjnk, formnly recom- 
mended by him, iiom which the Peo- 
ple have recoiltd with the in^tincthe 
horror excited by the approach of the 
Cholera. 


The message states, that "an inves- 


tigation vinnllingly conceded, and so 
rc&lfidt'l in ti'ne as necessarily to make 
it incomplete and vnsaiiffncfofi/i 
disclo- 


se! enough to excite suspicion and a- 
larm." As there is no prospect of the 
passage of this bill, the President's ob- 


jections notwithstanding;, by u consthu- 
'.ional majority of two-thirds, it can 
never reach the House of Representa- 
tives. 
The members of that House, 


and especially its distinguished Chair- 
man of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, who reported the bill, are there- 
fore cut off from all o p p o r t u n i t y of de- 
fending themselves. 
Under these cir- 


cu instance's, allow me to ask how the 
President has ascertained that the in- 
vestigation was itninillingly conceded ? 
I have understood directly the contra- 
ry ; and that the Chairman, already re- 
ferred to, as well as other members in 
favor of the renewal of the charter, 
promptly consented to and voted for 
the investigation. 
And we all know 


that those in support of the renewal 
could have prevented the investigation, 
and that they did not. 
But suspicion 


and alarm have been excited. 
SUSPI- 


CION and AL.VUM 1 Against whom is 
this suspicion ? The House, or the 
Bank, or both ? 


Mr. President, I protest against the 


right of any Chief Magistrate to come 
into cither House of Congress, and 
scrutinize the motives of its members ; 
to examine whether a measure has been 
passed with " p r o m p t i t u d e or repug- 
nance ; and to pronounce upon the wil- 
lingness or unwillingness with which it 
has been adopted or rejected. 
It is an 


interference in concerns which partake 
of a domestic nature. 
The official and 


constitutional relations 
between 
the 


President and the two Houses of Con- 
gress, subsist with them as organized 
bodies. 
His action is confined to their 


consummated proceedings, and does 
not extend to measures in their incipi 
ent stages, during their progress thro5 


the Houses, nor to the motives by 
which they are actuated. 


There are some parts of this message 


that ought to excite deep alarm ; and 
that especially in which the President 
announces that each public officer may 
interpret the Constitution as he plea- 
ses. 
His language is : "Each public 


officer, who takes an oath to support 
the Constitution, suears that he will 
support it as he understands it, and not 
as it is understood by others." * * * 
"The opinion of the judges has no more 
authority over Congress than the opin- 
ion of Congress has over the judges; 
and, on Ihnl poinl, Ihe President is inde- 
pendent of both." 
Now, Mr. President, 


I conceive, with great deference, that 
the President has mistaken the purport 
of the oalb to support the Constitution 
of the United Stales. 
No one swears 


to support it as fie understands ?7, but to 
support it simply as it is in truth. All 
men are bound to obey the laws, of 
which Ihe Constitution is the supreme; 
but must they obey them as they are, 
or as they understand them ? 
If the ob- 


ligation of obedience is limited and 
controlled by the measure of informa- 
tion ; i.-i other words, if the parly is 
bound to obey the Constitution only as 
he understands it, what would be the 
consequence ? The Judge of an inferi- 
or court would disobey the mandate of 
a superior tribunal, because it was not 
in conformity to the Constitution, as 
he understands it; an American Minis- 
ter would disregard an instruction from 
the President, communicated through 
the Department of State, because not 
agreeable to the Constitution, as he un- 
derstands it: and a subordinate officer 
in ihe army or navy would violate the 
orders of his superior, because they 
were not in accordance with the Con- 
stitution, as he understands it- 
We 


.should have nothing settled, nothing 
stable, nothing fixed. 
There would be 


general disorder St confusion through- 
out c^ery branch of administration, 
from the highest to the lowest officers 
— universal nullification. 
For what, is 


the doctrine of Use President but lhat 
of South Carolina applied throughout 
the Union. The President indepen- 
dent both of Congress and the Supreme 
Court! Only bound to cxecu;c the 
law*, of the one and the decisions of the 
other as Jar as iht-y conform lo the Con- 
stitution of ihe United Slates. «-? he nn- 
d'.'r*'<3u<l$ U ! Thru it should be ;he du- 
ty of every President, o« his in-Uilla- 
ti<ji3 into office, to carefully examine all 
the acts in the .statute book, approved 
by bLs prcdeccssor-s^and m«:rk out ihosc 
which he was resolved not lo execute, 
and to which lie me«jni lo apply thi*. 
new species of icto, because they were

it. And. after the expiration

There i.s another constitutional doc- 


trinc contained in the mt-^sage, which 
35 entirely new to ir.e. 
It asserts that 


""the Government of the United States 
laa'.e iio constitutional power to pur- 
chase lands within the States," except 
"for the erection of forts, magaxinea, 
arsenals, dockyards, and other needful 
buildings ;" aiid, even for these objects, 
only ^by the consent of the Legislature 
of the State in which the sanie shall 
be," 
Xow. iir, I had supposed that 


the right of Congress lo purchase lands 
in any sune was incontestible : and, in 
point of fact, it probably, at this mo- 
ment, owns hinds in every State of" the 
Union, purchased for taxed, or as a 
judgment or mortgage creditor. 
And 


there, are various acts of Congress 
which regulate the purchase and trans- 
fer of such lands. The advisers of ihe 
President have confounded the faculty 
of purchasing lands with the exercise 
of exclusive jurisdiction, which is res- 
tricted by the Constitution to the forts 
and other buildings described. 


The message presents some striking 


instances of discrepancy. 
1st. It con- 


tests the right to establish one bank, Sc. 
objects to the bill t h a t it limits and res- 
trains the power of Congress lo estab- 
lish several. 3d. It urges t h a t the bill 
does not recognize the power of State 
taxation generally; and complains that 
facilities are afforded to the exercise of 
lhat power, in respect to the slock held 
by individuals. 
3d. Jt objects that any 


bonus is taken, and insists that not e- 
notitjh is demanded. 
And 4th. Itcom- 


plsins that foreigners have too much 
influence; and that stock transferred 
loses the privilege of representation in 
the elections oi the Bank, which, if it 
were retained, would give them more. 


Mr. President, we are about to close 


one of the longest arid most arduous 
sessions of Congress under the present 
Constitution ; and, when we return a- 
mong our constituents, what account 
of the operations of their Government 
shall we be bound to communicate?— 
We shall be compelled to say, that the 
Supreme Court is paralyzed, and the 
missionaries retained in prison in con- 
tempt of its authority, and in defiance 
of numerous treaties and laws of the U. 
Slates ; that the Executive, through the 
Secretary of the Treasury, sent to Con-,. 
gress a tariff bill which would have 
destroyed numerous branches of our 
domestic industry, and led to the final 
destruction of all ; that the veto has 
been applied to the Bank of the United 
States,' our only reliance for a sound 
and uniform currency; that the Senate 
has been violently attacked for the ex- 
ercise of a clear conslilulional power; 
that Ihe House of Repi esentatives has 
been unnecessarily assailed ; and that 
the President has promulgated a rule 
of action for those who have taken the 
oath to support the Constitution of the 
United Stales, that must, if there be 
practical conformity to it, introduce 
general nullification, and end in ihe ab- 
solute subversion of the Government.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


By the packet ship York, we have 


received London papers to the 27th, £c 
Liverpool to the 28th June. 
Some ex- 


tracts follow. 


The elections for members of the Re- 


formed Parliament were about to be 
carried on with much spirit. The tone 
of the Whig Press is decidedly hostile 
to the Bank of England, as at present 
chartered. The Courier says, "It is 
understood that the Secret Committee 
on the Bank of England have conclu- 
ded their examination of the Governor 
of the Bank, and are now engaged in 
hearing the evidence of the country 
Bankers. 
It is expected lhat a report 


will be made before the closing of the 
session.'* 


The bill lo abolish the punishment of 


death, incases of forgery and other fel- 
onies', was undergoing a warm discus- 
sion in the House of Lords, the Chan- 
cellor, Lord Brougham, being in favor 
of the measure, and Lord Tcnterden, 
present Chief Justice of the Ring's 
Bench, and Lord Eldon, being against 
it. 


Ireland continued in a state of tur- 


moil. The Orangemen in Dublin were 
summoned lo assemble on the 32th of 
July, "prepared to resist aggression/' 
and a tumult was expected. 


An assault was committed on the 


King yi ihe Ascot Heath Races, by a 
drunk or insane ex-pensioner, who 
struck his M.ijrsly on the he»»d v.iih a 
slo:ic. h wit'ly stunned him, without 
doiirji any injury. 
It his created, of 


course, much sensation ihroughoHt the 
kingdom ; but was one. of those isolated 
<icJs unconnected with any

The Cholera continued its ravages in

The in- 


cre<ase of cases in Liverpool was very 
considerable, 


In Paris, the trials of some of those 


concerned in the tate conspiracy were 
going on. Talleyrand has returned to 
Pans, and a rumor that he would be 


made President of the Council excited 
much speculation. 


A letter from Paris, dated 23d June, 


says : 


"A war with the three great 'powers 


of the Holy Alliance was, and still is 
spoken of as inevitable. 
The story a- 


bont the object of the Berlin treaty is 
no longer believed, but the military at- 
titude, of the three Powers in question, 
and the recent movements of their ar- 
mies, are taken as sufficient indications 
of hostile purposes against this coun- 
try. 
It is affirmed that the Austrians 


have, at present, an army of not less 
than 400,000 men stationed on this side 
of their frontiers; that another army of 
300.000 Prussians is ready lo act-.on 
the shortest notice ; and that ,150,000 
Russians, besides the troops garrison- 
ed in Poland, are waiting on the fron- 
tiers ihc signal which -is to call them 
lo the banks of the Rhine. On another 
hand, it is said — and this allegation is, 
I believe, well founded — that the great- 
est bustle has prevailed for several days 
past in the War office here, and that it 
has been determined to call for a new 
additional levy of 300 battalions of Na- 
tional Guards. 
These reports of mili- 


tary preparations are certainly not en- 
tirely destitute oi foundation, but their 
object appears to be misunderstood by 
the generality of the, public here. The 
object of their armaments is. according 
to all appearance, one of less difficult 
an achievement; they want to put down 
the liberal spirit which prevails in Ger- 
many, and which threatens the subver- 
sion of all the despotisms of civilized 
Europe. 


"In the West things really now seem 


to'have taken a favorable turn. The 
activity and resolution displayed by the 
National Guards, in most of the distur- 
bed districts, have done much more in 
putting down the insurgents, than the 
effects of the government measures. — 
With regard to the Duchess of Berri» 
she is still in the Boccage, and, when 
last heard of, had made up her mind to 
quit France." 


Cholera in Ireland. — It is with deep 


regret, and indeed with some alarm, 
that we have to mention the devasta- 
tion which the Cholera is making in 
several quarters of the country. We 
learn that in Tullainore the alarm has 
become so great, that the greater num- 
foer of the inhabitants have fled, that 
the shops are shut up, and business to- 
tally neglected. 
And, indeed we are 


not surprised at the dreadful alarm 
which has been excited in that place 
and its vicinity, when we have to state, 
lhat in four or five day.s there had been 
145 deaths, and not a single recovery. 
Out of a population of 7,000 scarcely 
1,000 remained in town. 
In Limerick 


its ravages still continue. In the, coun- 
try of Clare, particularly in the small 
town of Clare and in Ennis, the county 
town, its progress continues to be des- 
tructive. — It has declined in Galway 
and Drogheda, but we regret to say 
that there has been a formidable addi- 
tion to the number of cases and deaths 
in Dublin. In the three days ending 
yesterday, the cases were 145, and the 
deaths 50 : and from the note of Sur- 
geon White appended to the return of 
Sunday, we find, as we had previously 
stated, that the cases are by far more 
malignant in type than the great ma- 
jority of those which had previously ta- 
ken place. The total number of deaths 
as hitherto reported, which have taken 
place in Ireland, are 3,369, a mortality 
infinitely greater in proportion than 
that which has occurred in G. Britain, 
which by the last accounts received a- 
mounted lo 4,3.3-i. The cholera has 
been nine months in Great Britain, 
and it has been o;dv half thai lime in 
s

Great Fire fit I'orl-an Prince,.—Cap 


tain Thompson, of tin- schooner Eat^le. 
arrived at Norfolk from Port-au-Prince 
on Friday, informs the editors of the 
Beacon, Thai about noon on the 3th Ju- 
ly, a fire broke out in a block of wood- 
en buildings at S. E. extremity of the 
town of Port an-Prince. 
The wind 


blowing strong from '.he N E., Carried 
the fire from house to house u n t i l every 
thing in its course was in a few minutes 
wrapped in flames ; and at 4 o'clock up 
ward* of 500 buildings, with most of 
their contents, were entirely consumed. 
Fortunately the fire was confined to that 
part of the town in which but little bu- 
siness i* done. 


The houses in sixteen entire streets 


were on fire, those in fourteen are whol- 
ly destroyed, and those in the two oth- 
ers are very nearly so. 
N o t w i t h s t a n d - 


ing it was Sunday and the country peo- 
ple for ten miles round were generally 
in the t o w n — n o t w i t h s t a n d i n g the mili- 
tary corps of Port au Prince had just 
paraded before the fire commenced, 
all their efforts to slop it were ineffectu- 
al, and it only ceased in consequence of 
havingno more to consume. The water- 
in the fountains had been slopped from 
some unknown cause. 
More than a 


thousand people are w i t h o u t a shelter, 
and the place is said to have the appear- 
ance of a town taken by -assault, in 
which the combatants disputed their 
prey and their booty in every street.

de Popayan, "has just reached us, and 
we consider ourselves under obligation 
to give it immediate publicity.

THE NOTORIOUS STEPHENS. 


Among the prisoners who have been 


carried off by the Cholera in the State 
Prison at Sing-Sing, New-York, is the 
notorious John Stephens, who with his 
associates a few years ago com milled 
some of the most extensive and daring 
forgeries that were ever heard of in this 
country. 
Stephens was an English- 


man by birth, well educated, and be- 
lieved to be an irregular descendant 
from one of the noble families of the 
kingdom- 
His career of crime had 


been in successful operation for many 
years in London, the West-Indies, and 
elsewhere, before the hand of justice 
arrested him. 
lie resided in this city 


a few months previous to his apprehen- 
sion in New-York, and was concerned 
with Reed in despoiling Mr. F. W. 
Dana of about ten thousand dollars, by 
puising a forced post-note to him lor 
that amount nn one of 'he New-York 
Banks 
His depredations upon the 


merchants and the Banks in New-York, 
excited a most unprecedented alarm in 
that city, and it was many weeks before 
the eagle-eye and vigilance of t h a t re- 
nowned villain-catcher, Jacob Hayes, 
could put a period to his progress.— 
After his arrest, he was induced to 
make a full and frank disclosure oi the 
means used l»y him to carry his plans 
into successful execution, in order to 
quiet the public mind, and satis!) the 
Bunks that many of the checks passed 
to them were actually forgeries. 
In 


one or two instances, the signatures of 
mercantile houses were so closely imi- 
tated t h a t the Hanks denied them to be 
forgeries, and were unwilling to sub- 
mit to the loss until the question was 
settled beyond a doubt by the informa- 
tion given by Stephens. 
In one in- 


stance when the gang had drawn about 
nine thousand dollars from the Union 
Bank by a forged check, the forgery 
being discovered in an hour afterwards, 
one of the tellers repaired hastily to the 
other banks to ascertain if any large 
notes of t h a t bank had been changed by 
any of them in the course of the day, 
the money draxvn being in notes of that 
description. 
When the. teller entered 


the Franklin Bank, one of the clerks 
was then counting out to Stephens '.he 
change for a note of the Union Bank o! 
one thousand dollars, but his appear- 
anre, his .self-possession, and the calm 
inquiries made by him about the cir- 
cumstance, completely protected him 
from their suspicion. 
lie was senten- 


ced to be imprisoned in the State Pris- 
on for a period of fourteen years for his 
crimes, and two of his accomplices, 
Hold gate, and Sutton, for the term of 
their n a t u r a l lives. 


Reed was apprehended in New-York 


for the forgery committed upon Mr 
Dan-a, and heing demanded by the Ex- 
ecutive of this Commonwealth from 
that slate for punishment, was trans- 
ported hither, tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to the State Prison at Charles- 
town. 


The personal appearance, manners 


and education of Stephens, gave him 
currency and consideration in almost 
c'-'ery circle when- he was able to gain 
admission. 
In the interior of Pennsyl- 


vania, he represented himself to be an 
English nobleman of fortune, travelling 
in ibis country for his own pleasure and 
^ratification, and so well did he sustain 
his a>sumed character, that in many 
places his sociriy was eagerly courted 
by Jhe most distinguished of the inhab- 
itants 
He succeeded in winning the 


affections of a young; 3-idy ofrespecia- 
bilisy, in that sl-«»e. whom he married 
withom a shadow of suspicion on her 
part that he was acting perfidious]}-, 
ami that she was ulJimaicly lo become 
she wife of a le?ia«l of ihe- Stale Prison.
